Subject: —Import of Articles made mainly or wholly of gold or silver etc. 

No. 43 -lTC(PN)/ 63 .—Attention of the public is drawn to the provision under 
Section 8(1) of the Foreign Exchange Regulations Act, 1947 and the Finance 
Department’s Notification No. 12(11)F. 1/48, dated the 25th August, 1948 as 
amended. Under these provisions except with the general or special permission 
of the Reserve Bank of India no person shall bring or send into India from any 
place outside India:— 

(a) any gold coin, gold bullion, gold sheet or gold ingot, whether refined 

or not; 

(b) any sliver bullion, any silver sheets or plates which have undergone no 

process of manufacture subsequent to rolling, or any silver coin not 
current in the country of issue; 

(c) any jewsllery or articles made wholly or mainly of gold or silver. 

In view o' this articles shown under Serial Numbers 250 and 258 of Part IV of 
Section II of the LT.C. Schedule have been deleted and Serial Numbers 257, 259 
and 262 of Part IV have been duly modified vide Import Control Order No. 8/63, 
dated Uth May, 1903.
